of  the  Public  Health  Inspector  for  the  Year  1965 


Mr.  Mayor,  Aldermen  and  Councillors, 

I  have  the  honour  to  present  to  you  my  Annual  Report  for  the  year 

1965. 

Population 

The  Registrar-General' s  estimate  of  the  mid-year  Home  Population  was 
3,480  which  was  an  increase  of  I50  over  that  of  the  previous  year. 

Live  Births  and  Birth  Rate 

The  number  of  live  births  was  78  (39  M.  39  P»)  which  was  an  increase 
of  8  over  that  of  the  previous  year  and  the  crude  birth  rate  was  accordingly 
22.4'!;  after  adjustment  by  the  Registrar  General's  Comparability  factor  which 
is  computed  from  a  population  standardised  for  age  and  sex  distribution  and 
allows  valid  comparison  v/ith  other  Districts  the  rate  becomes  23*98;  this 
being  higher  than  that  of  18.0  for  England  and  Wales. 

Stillbirths  and  Rate 

One  stillbirth  was  registered  and  the  corresponding  rate  per  1 ,000 
total  (live  and  still)  births  was  12.66  compared  with  that  of  15*7  for 
England  and  Wales. 

Infant  Mortality  and  Rate 

Three  infant  deaths  were  registered  and  the  Infantile  Mortality  Rate 
was  accordingly  38.46  in  comparison  with  that  of  19*0  for  England  and  Wales. 

The  causes  of  death  were:- 

i.  Tentorial  Tear  and  Cerebral  Haemorrhage  -  5  days 

ii.  Haemorrhagic  disease  of  the  new  born) 

Prematurity  )  -  8  hours 

iii.  Birth  Injury  (A  tentorial  tear)  -  2  days. 

(These  figures,  however,  are  too  small  for  valid  statistical  comparisons.) 

Maternal  Deaths  and  Mortality  Rate 

This  rate  was  nil  as  there  were  no  maternal  deaths  from  Pregnancy, 
Childbirth  or  Abortion  and  is  a  general  index  of  the  high  standard  of  modem 
obstetric  practice. 

Total  Deaths  and  Death  Rate 

The  total  number  of  deaths  from  all  causes  was  32  (24  M.  8  F.)  and 
the  crude  death  rate  was  9*19,  which,  after  adjustment  by  the  Registrar 
General' s  Comparability  Factor,  as  for  births,  becomes  9*93  compared  with 
that  of  '1 1.3  for  England  and  Wales. 

The  chief  group  cause  of  deaths  was  from  the  natural  causes  of  death 
amongst  the  aged,  i. e.  Heart  and  Circulatory  Diseases  and  Vascular  Lesions  of 
the  Nervous  System,  of  which  there  were  I5  in  number. 

Disease  of  the  Coronary  Artery  of  the  Heart  was  the  cause  of  9  of  those 
deaths  or  6Cpo,  in  the  following  age-groups;  2  between  65  -  74;  7  over 

73  years.  Of  the  9  deaths  7  were  over  75  years,  and  although  these  figures 
are  too  small  for  any  valid  inference,  they  conform  to  the  usual  pattern 
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that  the  majority  of  the  deaths  are  amongst  the  elderly  or  the  aged  which 
would  imply  that  a  degenerative  process  is  a  causative  factor,  although 
this  may  not  explain ‘ deaths  which  accur  in  early  life. 


Cancer,  as  invariably  in  previous  years,  was  the  second  highest  cause 
of  deaths,  of  which  there  were  7  in  the  following  age-groups;  1  between 
35  -  ^4;  2  between  55  ~  64;  2  between  65  -  74j  2  over  75  years.  In 

these  days  of  modern  treatment,  the  disease  can  be  treated  with  success, 
if  patients  would  consult  their  Doctors  reasonably  early,  before  the  disease 
becomes  too  advanced. 

Cancer  of  the  Lung,  Bronchus  was  the  cause  of  3  (m)  deaths  in. 
comparison  with  2  in  the  previous  year,  in  the  following  age -groups:  1 
between  35  “  ^4=  1  between  55  “  64*  1  between  65  -  74  years.  The  facts 

that  the  majority  of  deaths  from  Lung  Cancer  are  in  earlier  age-groups  than 
most  other  forms  of  Cancer,,  and  that  deaths  usually  predominate  in  males, 
v/ould  suggest  that  the  inhalation  of  tobacco  smoke-  is  a  precipitating  factor 
in  those  who  are  predisposed  to  the  disease,  having  regard  also  the  the  fact 
that  atmospheric  pollution  in  the  Borough  is  negligible. 

The  other  causes  of  death  were  miscellaneous  and  there  was  no  death 
due  to  Infectious  Disease.

No  serious  infection  was  notified  and  the  incidence  throughout  the 
year  v^as  very  low.

Tv:enty-four  cases  were  notified  compared  with  9  in  the  previous  year. 

Today  the  disease  ’per  se'  is  not  serious,  and  its  formerly  dangerou.s 
complications  are  becoming  less  frequent,  if  any  do  occur,  they  are  usually 
trea.ted  successfully  by  Antibiotics,  excepting  Acute  Encephalitis  which  is 
very  rare. 

It  is  equivocal  whether  this  infection  should  still  be  statutorily 
notifiable ,  as  Practitioners  during  outbreaks  are  too  fully  engaged  to  make 
these  notifications  and  Office  Staffs  are  obliged  to  register  them  and 
disburse  the  unnecessary  expenditure  of  notification  fees. 

'Alioopi.-ig  Cough 

Pour  cases  of  this  distressful  children’ s  disease  were  notified. 

Since  vaccination  has  begun  to  take  effect,  outbreaks  have  become  uncommon, 
and  its  most  serious  complication  namely  Broncho-pneumonia  has  become  less 
frequent  and  is  usually  treated  successfully  by  the  Antibiotics. 

Acute  Primary  or  Influenzal  Pneumonia 

live  cases  of  this  illness  were  notified.  Including  the  secondary 
Pneumonias  v/hich  are  not  notifiable  there  was  only  one  death  in  the  age- 
group  over  75  years.  P.ieumonia  is  a  common  terminal  cause  of  death 
amongst  the  aged. 

No  other  Infectious  Diseases  were  notified. 

T  ub  or cu  lo  s  i s 

One  nev/  case  of  Respiratory  Tuberculosis  was  notified  in  the  age- 
group  55  "  64  37-ears.  There  was  no  new  case  in  the  previous  two  years. 

There  v;as  no  new  case  of  non-Re spiratory  Tuberculosis  which  is  an 
evident  index  of  the  safety  of  the  milk  supplies. 
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Also  there  was  no  death  which  is  a  reflection  of  the  efficaciousness 
of  modern  treatment. 

In  conclusion  I  would  state  that  the  Public  Health  of  the  District 
was  very  satisfactory  throughout  the  year  and  I  would  like  to  thank  you 
for  your  support  of  and  interest  in  the  Department  and  the  Staff  for  their 
co-operation  and  efficiency.
